The receipt of an anonymous letter, upon investigetion, cis- 
losed that this Ccirector had withheld a tremendous stock of narcotics from the 
ospitel inventory at the time the Narcotic Law became effective on 19 June 1946, 

ind recently tried to scll these narcotics, through intermediate accomplices, on 
she black-market. The cirector and six other defendants heve been apprehended to 
late, and a very lerge quantity of narcotics seized. Another considerable quantity 
of narcotics was stolen from the original quantity by one of the accomplices curing 
jlack-market transactions and is presently being tracec anc has procuced leads in 
70 adjoining prefectures. 


This investigation anc many smaller investigetions, successfully completed, 
ave been the result of intelligent checking of anonymous information which should 
be thoroughly investigated and ane considered as worthless or a waste of time, by 
the Agents concerned, 


The names of the Narcotic Agents successfully conducting such outstanding 
investigations will be published cs e form of "Commendation" for their efforts and 
as an incentive for other Agents to increase their investigetion efforts.

As social insurances are only a part of a social 
security program which is vitally important in the economic recovery of the 
Japanese people, it was the opinion of the Social Security /fission that ea council 
shoule be established on a higher level to be responsible for advising anc making 
recommendetions to governmental organs.
